that it was hurriedly covered up and denied. 


In yesterday morning's Chicago Tribune we find a new plan,

The British economist ((Sir George Paish) alao

expects to discuss with officials his'proposals for the 
flotation of a $35,000,000,000 loan for the rehabilitation 
. of'Europe under the auspices of the league of nations. 


He has suggested that the United States furnish $lo,- 


• 000,000,000, which would include a refunding of the 


$10 000,000,000 already loaned to the allies, that J^ng- 
land should furnish $5,000,000,000 and other nations 
collectively $15,000,000,000. 
The other day English diplomats stated that they were 


"willing" that the United States should accept the mission <jf 
straightening out Russia. 


Now Sir George is "suggesting" that the United States chip 


-JMEONE has said that war and 
necessity are the mother of m- 
ventions.

ventions which would take the place 
of farm labor and following in the 
wake of war came the self-binaer, 
the seeder, the threshing: machine 
all of which were manufactured m 
Wisconsin. 
The farmers of today 


little realize the 
irksome 
experi- 


ences of their ancestors. The news- 
papers of the period 
during 
the 


Civil War and -Immediately follow- 
ing were filled with short stories of 
how inventions were being perfect- 
ed in the form of labor saving de- 
vices. 
These inventions gave rise 


to the founding of manufacturing 
establishments in this state which 
in the years to come grew to power 
and importance to the entire na- 
tion. 


Make Farm Machinery 


"The manufacture of agricultural 


machinery and implements was an 
industry that gave employment to a 
number of smaller cities, and .vil- 
lages," said 
Frederick 
Merk in 


speaking of the 
economical condi- 


tions. • "It owed its success chiefly 
to the abundance of excellent hard- 
woods that the forests of Wiscon- 
sin 
afforded. 
Beloit, 
Janesville, 


Madison, Whitewater, and L* Crosae 
were considerable local centers of 
reaper and mower manufacture. Be- 
loit, Whitewater, and several other 
cities were prominent in the manu- 
facture of plows. Madison, the seat 
of sorghum culture in the state, was 
the center for the production of sor- 
ghum mills. At Whitewater the in- 
ventor, George Esterly, in 1868 pro- 
duced 5,000 seeders of his own de- 
sign; in the village of Horicon,-Van 
Brunt &. Company 'turned out 3,200 
similar machines; At Beaver'Dam, 
Rowell & Company-added its; quota 
of 3,000. 


"Racine was a center of 'thresh- 


ing-machine manufacture of more 
than local. importance. Her .position 
in the industry, she owed chiefly •• to 
Jerome I. Case, an industrious east- 
erner who had begun life in Wiscon- 
sin in 1842-by threshing 'gram for 
the farmers of Racine county. At 
the beginning, of the Civil War -the 
J. I. Case factory was one of the 
largest in' the Northwest; at the 
close of the decade it was one -of the 
largest in America. Its annual out- 
put of threshers, horsepowers, and. 
truck wagons was valued in 1870 at 
more than Jl.OOO.OtfO, and its ma- 
chines were to be 'found scattered 
over every state and territory west 
of the Mississippi river. 
^___ 


Start of Case Concern 


'The Civil War gave a,,tremfm 


dous stimulus to the manufacture 
of agricultural machinery m Wis- 
consin. The absence of.thousands 
of men and boys who were fighting 
the battles of the Union compelled 
fanners to purchase labor conserv- 
ers on. a scale never before known. 
Factories were crowded with 'more 
orders than they could fill.. Th-. 
several agricultural shops in this 
city," reported the La Crosse Denio- 
c-at in 1863, "are driven with work 
and hardly 
able to meet the de- 


mands on them for threshing ma- 
chines, reapers, fanning mills etc. 
A million 
more dollars could he 


profitably invested here in the man- 
ufacture of farm tools and labor 
saving 
implements 
of 
all kinds. 


There is no end to the demand which 
increases each year 
in astonishing 


ration." In I860 the J. I. Case Co., 
at Eacine produced . 300 threshmK

At Horicon the "Van Bruiu 
Company in 1861 manufactured 6 
seeders; in 1863, 700; m 1866, 1,300 
in 1869 3,800. At Madison, E. W 
Skinner & Company began the man-

the forest product. They consisted 
of commerce as contrasted with the 
cutting of logs into material for 
Wldins. They were actmt.es for 
which no state in the Union was bet- 
ter tripped by natural endowments 
than Wisconsin. 


In leading Cities 


'These interests centered in the 


lower 
Fox Valley . and along the 


shore of Lake Michigan, Menasha, 
Two Rivers, and,-after l?68,.Pesh- 
tigo were the .principal abode of 
woodenware . manufactures.' 
Me- 


nasha in 1870 had the greatest tub, 
pail and .churn -factory, west of the 
Ohio. It'boasted at that time, also, 
the largest-hub-and spoke factory in 
the Northwest.- Every city in the 
lower Fox'Valley,.and notably-Ap- 
pleton, De Pere and Menasha, man- 
ufactured large quantities 'of 'staves 
and heading. During-the later six- 
ties Sheboygan wa's' a growing pro- 
ducer of chairs./ Fond du Lac, Ra- 
cine and Milwaukee were notable 
centers 
of. sash,-door,'and'blind 


manufacture. 
In 186S the 'factory 


of C. J. L. Meyer at Fond 'du Lao 
ranked as the largest in.the world 
producing 25,000,000 lights of win- 
dow sash, 80,000 doors, and 62.00C 
pairs of blinds, valued altogether at 
nearly $1,000,000. Racine, Milwau- 
kee and Kenosha were well-known 
producers of farm and lumber wan 
ons. * At Eacine the establishment 
of Fish Brothers was one of the 
largest of its kind .in' America. •

Northwestern Railroad car works, 
which during the middle sixties. sup- 
ported the largest shipyard on the 
upper 'Mississippi River, 
where 


.light-draught packets and barges 
for the river trade were constructed 
in considerable numbers. >Milwau, 
koe, Green Bay, Manitowpc De Pera 
and Peshtigo maintained shipyards 
of local importance in which schoon- 
ers and' steamers for the lake com- 
merce were built and repaired, Osh- 
kosh during. the Civil War took up 
the construction of gram bar.ges to 
be used on the Mississippi River. In 
addition scores of cities and villages 
in southeastern Wisconsin sustained 
uraon a- small scale "activities of va-
